This consummation resulted from 
the negotiations between the federa-

Casvadden, president of the 
Toronto Liberal Association, that 
had been going on for several days 
and which culminated about two 
o’elock this afternoon. 

The final conférence was held in 
the office of Postmaster Lemon, 
when the Labor Minister gave the 
positive assurance that the govern- 
ment would agree to the settlement, 
on the understanding that the em-/| 
ployes consented to go back as help- | 
ers. 

Postmaster Lemon declined ta- 
night to discuss the status of the 
770 men who were taken on during 
the strike to fill the places of the 
old staff. He intimated the situa-| 
tion would require consideration and 
that it was a difficult question 
which at the moment he did not care 
to have raised. H e stated that early 
steps would be taken to re-organize 
the whole staff.

On Tupsday Canada completes fifty-seven 
years as an organized self-governing Domin 
ion. Measnred in terms of time it is still a 
child among the nations.

But there are compensations. The United 
States is no longer a bidder for immigrants. 
Tt does not want them, and only allows them 
to file through its gateways in carefully re 
gulated“quotas.’’

There followed an era of hectic activity 
throughout the country, which drained away 


from Canada thousands of people it was loth 
to lose. They are beginning to come back now, 


and to bring others with them. It is being 
found by these wanderers that density of 
population is not an unmixed blessing. 


Except in times of unusual prosperity it in- 
volves unemployment, poverty and hardship. 

These are things to which Canadians are 
comparative strangers i chance In 
the Dominion for every able-bodied man to 
make an honest living. Where and when he 
finds that difficult it is only beeanse he has

not looked in the right place or because he 
prefers employment of a certain character 
rather than busy himself at whatever there is 
to be done. If millionaires are the product 
of swarming industria] centres, so also are 


paupers, and so also are the multitudes doom 


ed from birth to spend their lives in the nar- 
row limits of factories, shops and offices, the 
victims of circumstance rather than the 


masters of their own careers. If Canadians 


are inclined to envy the wealth that comes to 
the fortunate minority in a crowded country, 
they should not overlook also the monotony 
in which the great majority spend their lives. 

A Canadian can choose his own life oecen- 
pation more freely than any other man on 
earih, and he need not go abroad to find a 


livelihood. Nor do his children have to exile 
themselves because the opportunities at home 
have been exhausted. We have only begun 
the making of Canada. A small fraction 
only of its wheat land has yet been pnt 
under the plow, though the prairies alone 
pour five hundred million bushels into the 
world hopper in a single season. Our minerals 
are so vast and so varied that as yet we only 
catalogue them and guess at their extent and 
potential worth. The busiress of exploring and 
exploiting them, and turning them into ar 
ticles of exchange value, has hardly been 
started. Onur country fronts two oceans. 
It is closer than any other great food-produc- 
ing area to the markets of Enrope and the 
markets of the Orient. Its waters abound in 
fish, and its northland is the greatest fur pro 
ducing territory in the world. It is one of the 
few remaining ‘‘forest’’ conntries, and by an 
intelligent forestry policy can secure the tim 
ber for a tremendous home industry for un- 
counted generations to come Thousands of 
miles of railway will have to be built before 
these resources can be put within reach of the 
world markets. Canadian ships now sail the 
seven seas, but their number will have to be 
multiplied many times before they can ac 
commodate the growing foreign trade of 
which the country i capable

Alberta Needs Both 


Premier Oliver of. British Columbia is not 
a man to give up a fight. He has wired 
Ottawa again asking that the Crow's Nest 
Pass rate agreement again suspended. 
Rut there is a condition attached. If east- 
bound rates from Vancouver were corre 
spondingly rut down he would have no objec 
tion to the reduction in westbound rates from 
eastern points to prairie centres. What he is 
fighting is not a reduction in freieht rates, 
but fnrther discrimination against the whole 
sale and importing firms of his own province 
in favor of those-of eastern Canada. 

Alberta people: can appreciate the position 
of the British Columbia premier. More than 
that, they will haope that what he is asking for 
will eventually be secured. Alberta is not in 
position to play ‘favorites as between eastern 
dealers and British Columbia dealers. The 
interest of Albertans is to get imported goods 
at the lowest possible cost. Whether these 
come across the continent or around it does 
not matter. The price is what connts. Al 
berta will back up British Calumbia’s eam 
paign for lower-eastbound rates, as it is now 
backing up the-demand that the Crow’s Nest 
Pass agreement:be allowed to come again into 
force 

British Colnmbia is not interested in the 
laid-down price of imported goods in Alberta. 
Ii. is only interested seeing that goods can be 
laid down here as cheaply via Vancouver as 
via Winnipeg. The B.C. Government is not 
fighting the Crow’s Nest Pass agreement in 
order to keep things dear in Alberta. It 
doing so in hope that if the Crow’s Nest 
agreement ean be imperilled, Parliament will 
concedé redueed eastbound rates to British 
Columbia in order to break the. deadlock 

It is not at all probable that the British 
Columbia plan can succeed. It might result 
in strengthening the oppositian to the agree 
ment to the extent of compelling Parliament to 
make another suspension. That it could in- 
Parliament to order a reduction in the 
eastbound rates from Vanconver, as an ac- 
ecompaniment to the re-enforeement of the 
agreement, is unlikely. Parliament has shown 
its unwillingness to interfere with freight 
rates, and to leave the adjustment of these to 
the Railway Commission. Only a political 
crisis at Ottawa would be likely to cause the 
members to interfere in this instanee as the 
B.C. Government would like them to. 

Bringing the Crow's Nest Pass agreement 
again into foree does not involve any inter- 
ference by Parliament with the freight rate 
question, That agreement is a _ contract, 
which will automatically come into effect next 
month if Parliament does nothing to prevent. 
What British Columbia.anthorities are asking 
for is that the people af the prairie provinces 
be deprived of contractual rights conferred 
upon them a quarter of a century ago, and 
which they were:asked and agreed to forego 
as a temporary expedient to help the rail-

ways through a difficult period. They are 
not asking Parliament for any favor, but 
simply that they have restored to them a 


schedule of freight rates which they are en- 
titled to, long enyoved, and only surrendered 
for a time in the‘interest of the country 

The re-application of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
agreement will not invalidate British Colum 
bia’s claim for reduced rates eastward. On 
the contrary, it will strengthen that claim 
Albertans are bound to support British Co 
Inmbia’s case for lower rates for the same 
reason that they are bound to support the 
present demandithat the Crow’s Nest agree- 
ment be allowed to come again into force. 
They are not asking for the restoration of 
the agreement-because they prefer to import 
via Winnipeg rather than via Vanconver 
For many reasons they would rather do their 
importing as they are doing their exporting 
of grain through the Pacific port. At present 
weare paying abnormally high rates which- 
ever direction goods come. The Crow's Nest 
agreement offers the one opportunity to get 
lower rates from one direction. Which direc- 
tion does not matter, so far as this province 
is eoneerned. Bnt once that right is re 
established, there will be stronger leverage 
to bring to bear on the Railway Commission 


—or on Parliament if the need be, for a 
reduction in the rates from Vanconver 
eastward.
